Maoh division is allotted a 
certain number of military distriots frcm which to obtain 
consoripts,and men specially qualified are transferred to 
Cavalry Brigades and non-divigional unite. 

The military districts also serve as bases from which 
to gather in by requisition in time of general mobilization 
all kinds of war materials, such as horses, mules, forage, 
food supplies, automobiles,etc.

There is appended a synopsis-translation of that part of 
the Pr: ident's Message to Congres which refers to the War 
Department. 


"In the past year the Executive Power has given preferen- 
tial attention to everything related to the Army in the belief 
that the-armed institutions of the country should be cared for 
properly, not only because they represent its security, but 
also are an element of culture. 


"I have already stated th:t the present international 
relations are excellent; this, and the oonviction I have that 
hothing threatens the peace of the Nation, whose respect for 
the rights of peoples and fraternal and pacific sentiments 
veing notorious, no influence has been exercised on the atti- 
tude already expressed, except in the sense of affiming the 
Executive Power's aspitation to maintain the army on the level 
exacted by our state of progress. 


"Together with work of a purely professional nature, which 
insures the instruction of the officers and atizens who ful- 
fill their constitutional duties, it is necessary to instruct 
the citizen soldier in such a way as to permit perfeotion of 
his knowledge, and those habits which apply to everyday life, 
and are useful to him who acquires them, and beneficial also 
for the oommunity. 


"For this reason it has been attempted to make elementary 
instruction of an intensive nature, and diffuse knowl edge 
covering the rights and duties of the citizen. The physical 
training of the men and inouloation of hygienic habits has 
merited preferential attention in training, and the results 
achieved have been excellent. 


"The Executive Power has taken speoial pains to obtein 
compliance with Law 11,266, which authorizes the expenditure of 
$100,000,000 on armaments. In spite of the haste and devotion 
with which the committee has worked, preparatory work has not 
yet been terminated. This has been influenoed partly by the 
need of going over all previous studies again, due to their 
insuffioie my, and the antiquated data available in the country 
where almost oomplete ignorance of the great chanves concerning 
war materials brought about by the European war, has been the 
rule. The relative lentitude of the work is to be regretted 
as it retards adequate instruction of the troops, but it will 
be compensated by a batter Quality, and its better adaption 
to our natural chareoteristios. ,

"In order to aks th? inatructicn of of fics-s anu non- 
ecumissicned officers more ecinprehensive---widci ig the only 
way to kecy Ww. with the progress uisde elsewhe:s in « similar 
ecnnecticn, new courses hve been created, and 4t has been 
made obligatory to take then, for officers and noncommissioned 
officers in the Arms Scnools. Although these ocoursss take 
avey a relatively large number of officers frcex. the service, 
still tney permit 4 higher standsr4 of professionel and 
general training, and puarantce the quality of dnstructicn, 
yhicn in ite turn insures the efficiency of the Army. 


"Ccnoernin,; the Sassindilsteda® officers (civilians with 
rank, Ray and ullowanees of officers, put witacut ccmmsnd of 
trocps) the Executive Por: has ende vored to correct many 
defects in organization. The se. vices entrusted to the 
fasimilados® are of gre t iuportrnce. Tie lessons taught by 
the World War have ratified the need that this personnel 
bes for special milit ry dinatruction. The best technicians, 
if they do not possess ample knowledre of the needs of the 
army, and the scope of it3 work, cannot satisfy the many and 
complex dewands of dts existence in the field. 


"Various billea weve presented to Congress in 1923 stating 
{mperstive need for rapia sanotion. They have not yet been 
oongidered, and in tnis cunneotion, the E.P. hus reiterated 
to the Honorable Congress the ne2a to dc so, especially with 
refer:nce to the Law on Organization of the Army and the 
personnel of “she same. The régime governing officers and 
progress in their careers is not only a question affecting 
personal interests; itso importancs lies in the faot the thse 
future of the army itself is affe2ctsd. 


"The Executive Power has andeavored to apply the provisions 
of Law No.9675 inasmuch as promotions are concerned, trying 
to avoid all that might be detrimental for the institution in 
4ta application, 48 & total standstill in promotions tables 
would have been bpought about. The proocedurs which has been 
followed has contributed to the prestige of the Conmanders, 
and given due importance to the Informing Committee on Qualifi- 
cations. 


"The Executive Power has believed it unnecessary and in- 
convenient to present other bills----for servioe, military 
disoipline eto. because 4t bas thought that this might be an 
obstacle to consideraticn and study of the most important and 
urgent laws proposed to the Honorable Congress. 


"1+ 418 satisfadtory for the Executive Power to declare that 
the sanitary condition of the army bas improved. However, the 
condition desired oan only be attained when there are barracks 
nna sanitary hygienic establishments. The problem of their 
construction was solved with a practical oriterion; the appli- 
oution of Laws 4390 and 6498 are the only ones which have 
per mitted construction of the only good barracks available to- 
day. Unfortunately bensfits derived from simultaneous and 
rapid construction of necessary establishments, and the bad 
system of making partial constructions, whioh take 4 tong 
time, make tho utilization of the same impossible. At the 
‘present tine the Executive Pover is stuaying & new oii. woivo 
will permit undertaking the expensss agemanded by the oconstruc— 
tion of a number of barracks needed, and which should be done 
without delay to replsce that Dill submitted to the considera- 
tion of Congress under date of July 17,1933, for it has lapsed. 
Adequate barracks signify not only the defense of the soldier's 
health, but also an economy of effort and even a means of 
education, and on the other hand it wust not be forgotten that 
we have the duty to give the citizen soldier lodging and @ 
regimen of life worthy of the effort whioh the Nation exacts 
from him on imsosing the obligation of service."

The Executive Power issued a deoree on July 31,1925 
concerning regulations on the use of the national colors or 
standards by organizations and institutes of the army of the 
line and by the National Guard in orger to avoid diversity 
in size and appearance. 

This deoree stat:s th-t the colors +o be used by the 
army shall be pale blue and white as established by the law; 
the material shall. be twill silk in double panels, and the 
dimensions will be one meter long by 75 centimeters wide, each 
strip being 25 centimeters wide. Tne flay shall be made 
plainly without any fringe around it. 

The emblem shall be a gold sun in the centre panel, 
embroidered in relief, (but not padded) 8s centimeters diameter 
on the inside and 23 oentimeters diameter on the outside, which 
includes the rays of the sun. On the side to be attached 
to the mast, and on the inside of the panels, the flag shall 
be faced with heavier material, to which two ribbons shall 
be sewn, eaoh one being 15 centimeters long. These ribbons, 
white in olor shall be used to attach the flag to the mast.

On Saturday Aucust 23nu at 8.00 p.m. as part of the 
official entertainuent pro camae for the Prince of Walesa during 
his vieit to Argentina ong of the finest uilitary and naval 
parades in the history of the country took place. 

; The pervade was hela on Avenida Alv32ur, one of the 
prinoipal avenues of the Ccatbital, and the street was lined 
with boxes for distinguished spectators. The troops were 
reviexed by the Presiuznt of the Nation with the Prince of 
Wales in a uniform of Colonel of the Welsh Guards standing on 
his. right and Major-General Uriburu, the Inspeotor General of 
the Arny wac in command of the troops in the parsde. 

Prior to the review the troops were inspected by the 
Pre:ident and the Prince who then took their pleces in the 

previewing stand. 

The following organizations took part in the parade: 

A British naval det.chment from the Repulse and the Curlew; 

a detachment of Argentine marines, end then came the cadets 

from the Naval School. The rest of the naval units then maroh- 
ed past, formed by detuchuents from the Murine School,;Mechanics' 
Sohool, Wireless School, a battalion of the Training ship School, 
a battalion of the Puerto Belgiano Naval pass, one from the 

Rio de La Plata Naval pase, the Naval Arsenal of Buenos Aires, 
all merohing in the most perfeot formation to the accompaniment 
of a hurricans of cheers from the publio, whioh had by then 
formed into a ocmpact mass. 

After a short pause the units from the various Military 
Colleges osme in view. The smart cadets of the Colegio Militer 
headed the line, preceding a detachment of engineers with 
pontoons.

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Resort on the Ar;-sntine Army ifaneuyers fcr 1235. 
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, The Arjentine Army mansuvers took place in tne Province 
of Cordoba in the Derartment of Calamuchita betyveon tne datas 
of October 20th and November 10tn of this year. As tuis is 
the first tine any maneuvers have taken place in Arzentina 
since 1914,1t w:.s the desive of the Minister of War te bring 
into practical usa on as large » soale as sossible, the naw 
tactics which vere davelcred during the World War, also the 
new weapons. 

These mansuvers marked the final wind up of instruction 
of the class of conscripts «ho have served in the army for the 
present year, and much stress has been placed on field training 
for more than a month prior to the maneuvers in order to have 
the troops in the best condition possible. 

The maneuver grounds themselves were selected in a central 
location with regard to the, location of the stations of the 
troops. The country in Qemdoba is high, rolling,with little 
wooded area, but much cu@@MBMRwith streams,and a few oultivuted 
aistricts in the area. ABMS® area was also far enough away 
from cities so that theMmre none of the disadvantages of 
city diversions for the Opa 
very good as far as Argeé me roads go, and are fit for trucks 
and automobiles almost anyWnere. 

The maneuvers were well planned in advance, and pamphlets 
of instructions were issued to all the officers. The staff 
work in the preparation of the maneuvers was excellent, and 
the various supply departmants established depots and hospitals 
at various points, at all times trying to work under actual 
Campaign conditions. Railroad sohedules taking the troops to 
andi from the maneuver grounds were well worked out in advance. 

The maneuver camp was commanded by Major General Uriburu, 
and duriny the first part of the maneuvers he established his 
headquarters with his General Staff at Caiiadia Alvarez. He was 
in communication with the troops at all times. The Minister of 
Wer was also pres:nt at most of the exercises. 

The maneuvers covered two different periods: the detachment 
maneuvers from October 20th to October 87th, which included one 
rest day, end the division maneuvers from Ootober 38th to 
November 10th,which inoludad five rest days} two division marches, 
@ preparatory day for the final review, and the final review on 
November 1lOth,leaving four days for actual Division maneuvers. 

On the establishment of the maneuver camp, ths troops were 
divided into three approximately equal detuchments, each acting 
as a detachment of all arms. These camps on the first day of 
the maneuvers, October 20th, were about 15 kilometers apart, 
and at tne first the exercises were oalled the detachment 
maneuvers. 

These detachments oarried on exercises based on general 
situations which called into action one detachment against 
another,or a combination cf the other two. This necessitated a 
change of camp for each detachment almost every day. The 
changes of camp necessitated problems for the various supply

At this tinue the various supply anu trans:crtution departments 
acted under one head. 

Durins; the mansuvers ti.er2 was a well orsanized systen of 
umpires in which each Infantry Hegiuent, or similar unit, had an 
umpire assigned to it. <A small pamphlet was written prior to 
the maneuvers to be used as a guide called "General Instructions 
for Umpires." 

In the Infantry the deployments wre made in successive 
thin lines as tausht by the lessons of the World War. Advances 
under fire were made at the lust stases of an attack by 
successive amall groups under a N.C.0., and the leadership of 
these small units was well conducted. The arms employed were 
the rifle, automatic rifle and machine gun, also the accompany- 
ing battery which belonzs to the Infantry command of each 
division. The accompanying battery was ussd well to the front 
with the advanced lines, and in some cases so far to the front 
as to be captured. . 

The artillery was used well to the rear choosing the reverse 
slopes with overhead firey Their positions seemed to be well 
selected in most cases. 

Cavalry was used in all operations in reconnoitering, and 
as dismounted Infantry) The condition of the horses of the 
mounted services at the end of the maneuvers did not appear to 
ba vary good. They seemed to be very thin, and run down, 
probably due to the fact that their rations consisted almost 
entirely of hay with little if any grain. 

At the beginning of the maneuvers there were 80 aeroplanes 
in all assigned to the maneuver camp. These planes were 
assigned in small groups of two or more to a side in the 
exercises. They were used entirely on reconnoitering) and 
apparently their organization was not very good due to constant 
changes in assignments. During the maneuvers 6 planes were 
rendered useless on account of faulty landings. 

During the maneuvers every effort was made to make as great 
& use of the engineer troops as possible. Small streams, which 
could be easily .waded, were bridged with pontoon bridges, and 
roads were repaired during the process of the maneuvers with the 
idea of giving as much training as possible to the engineer 
troops. 

The Communisations Troéps which were furnished mostly by the 
Communicaticns School were used in establishing telephonic 
communications between different units.) Their personnel and 
material was too limited to be used down to units as small as 
@ battalion. 

The telephones had the single wire or ground circuit. Radic 
communication was established between headquarters and the 
different depots, and telegraphic communication was held between

The day's exercise. Vero started frequently early in the 
norning, und lasteca untia late in toe aftsrnocn each solaier 
carrying his conplets Liele egquigmont on tis back, and this 
weisned about 55 sounds, net inciudings nis sun. Tie uniform 
Worn W325 a heavy olive drab woollen suit, campairn nat and 
heavy marching; snoes abcut half way to the knees,anda witn no 
legzins. The uniform: in this clinate seems much toc hesvy, 
and during this time of the year khaki would be much better. 

The health of the tro-ps was excellent. Out of the 14,000 
troops attending maneuvers there were two deaths, due to 
accidents,and 350 reports at infirmaries or hospitels, a large 
majority of these cases were on account of exhausticn or sore 
feet. The reason for the good health of the troors was most 
probably due to a change of camp nearly every day. Pruotiocally 
no precaution was taken aguinst flies, and there seemed to be 
no enforeement of latrine regulations. The water supply was 
posted where trocrs could obtain drinking water, and where 
rivers were polluted,the water was boiled. 

Rivers near where canps were established were not marked 
off for cooking, bathing, watering of horses,eteo., but water 
seemed to be used for all furposes at any place. 

The umpiring at the maneuv2rs was not as good as aould be 
expected. In many cases troops did not know when they could 
advance or when they were held up by a superiority of fire, 
and many troops were ruled out of action for this reason, when 
in an aodtual enoountsr in battle it would have been apparent 
to them what they were up against. 

At the end of each day's exercise the field officers attend- 
ed the oritique of the maneuvers of that day. The Direotor 
of the Maneuvers, General Uriburu vave the principal talk 
outlining the exercise of that day in which the general and 
special situations were gone over, and the orders of battle of 
the day were read, oriticisms were made on the conduct of 
the exercise on 3ao0h sida, and in many cases officers were 
sharply criticised on the leudersnip of their partioular units.

Suoply St.ticns and Bivouacs. 


The troocs at tne maneuvers auti:ng the detachnent 
exerCig28 ware aivided in thrss approximately equal parts, 
eaoh part called tne Greans, Reis and Blues, and each cperat— 
ing as a Getoohment of all arms. 

For purposes of aistribution of troops over a large 
area,in order to have more available space for the d2tach- 
ment manoeuvr2s,also to facilitate the supply of the troons, 
three disembarking and supply stations were established as 
follows: 

Grean Detachment disembarked at, and was supplied from 
Berrotaran. Its bivouao was at Cabral on the Rio Sauces, 
about 10 kilometers west of Berrotardn. 

Read Detachment disembarked and was supplied from M. 
Aoutia. Its bivouao was at a point on the road 8 kilousters 
due west of M. Acutia. 

Blue Detachment disembarked at,and was supplied from, 
Almafuerte. Its bivousc was at Las Cascadas, 4 kilometers 
west of Almafuerte. 

At each of the disembarking station there were 
officexs of the Administration Department (Q.M.C.) to look out 
for the supply of the troops. 

Sanitary regulations were established with regard to 
the use of the weter supply. 


Command cf Units. 


Inasmuch as there were 5 general officers, 387 colonels, 
41 lisutenant colonels and 83 majors present at the manoeuvres, 
in addition to those who were in the various supply and 
administrative departments, rosters of officers commanding 
units were kept in orcer that each officer could get a certain 
amount of experience in the command of troops in the field. 

In all detachment and Division sxerols2s orders were 
writsen out, a oopy of which wes sent to next higher 
oommander,and the subordinate unit commanders as well as to 
the Commanding Officer of the maneuver camp. 

Critiques were held at the end of eaoh exercise which 
were attended by all field officars, and tne situation was 
carefully gone over, and criticisms made by the higher 
commanders on the conduct of the exercises. 

In all exercises held subordinate oommandaers were 
required to inform all troops under their command of the 
nature of the exercises. 

Umpires were assigned to diferent units, end they were 
direoted by a ohief wapire or Director of manoeuvres, and a 
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set of Resulasicns for Umpire; wes written, to be useu as a 
guids by them, and in accorusne; witna waien tneiz decisious 
wees to be inads. ida jce General Uriburu, tne Inssector General 
of the Army acted as Director of Munoeuvr is. 


Service of Communications. 


Tne battalion cf Comumicaticons establisn2 a tzlephon? 
system connecting up the Director of Maneuvers anu Unpir:s, 
Administysticn (Q.u.C.), Medical Department, Director of 
Arsenals and Director of Remounts. 

A telezraph line was establishea bat-een the Director 
General of Manosuvres and the nearest rost office. 

The different detacnient camps (ed, Green and Blue) were 
in constant Communication by radio. 


Spectators. 


During the exercises there wags always a number of 
spectators. An officer was spedially detailed to look after 
them, keep them together and explain the situution to them 
during the progress of an exercise. Some high point was 
generally chosen where they could get a good look at the 
surrounding country in the vioinity of the manoeuvres field.

Reports. 


A report was rendered daily by coupany, squadron and 
battery on the number of officers, troons, horses and mules 
taking part in the exeroise and the number absent with the 
reasons therefore. 


War Diaries. 


Each Division, Detachment, Regiment, Battalion and Company 
from the day of arrival to day of departure from manoeuvres 
kept a war diary. Each diary inoluded the following:

The main supply depots were estad isha. in Cordoba 
wits beanch aevots at José de la Quintana, Alnafuerte, Modesto 
A ocufia and Berroteran. From thes? brenech depots, dumps 
vere sstaclisned at various places depending uron the move— 
ment of the troops. Fron the varicus dumps the trensporta- 
tion of the diiferent units obtainei the supplies as they 
were needed. 

When the troops were opsrating in three dotachments 411 
the branch depots were operating at the same time supplying 
the detachments. When the division manoeuvr3s took pluce 
all the brenon depots were put under the ocumand of the 
Division Commander whe ma.é use of such depots as were most 
convenient for supplying the troops. 

Each day during the manoeuvres period tne Administrative 
officers (Q.u.C.) of the units, detuchments, division, 
headquarters and the dstachments outlining the enemy sent a 
report to tha Director of the Manoeuvres concerning rations 
and forage which each unit needed for the following day. 

Buch report wes viséd by the Commanding Officer of eaoh unit, 
and a copy sent to the officer in charge of each depot so 
thut the necessary number of rations anu forage could be 
suppliea. Rations and forage were suppliea the units eaon 
day befors the start of the day's exercis:s, and on days of 
rest before 128 o'vlock. 

Ordsrs Wore issued as to tie number of rations oarrled 
by each unit embarking for the maneuvers area and returning 
to theiz home steticns.

Special Situstion for the Blues. 

The lot Blue Division of the Blue Army which concentrated 
Atself in the region of Santa Rosa (Province of San Luis) advano- 
ed to cocperate with the principal Blue E Or 008 af Merlo, Rio 
Grande Valley, Amboy, San Ignacio, Los Riartos, the Sra of 
November met with the Red Infantry and Artillery, whioh occupied 
the heights inmediately to the north and northwest of Station 
Tulzer, astride the road from thet point to Station José de la 
Quintana, closing the same. 

The oommander of the lst Division, whose vlan it is to 
force the defile, to take part in the principal battle, employs 
the afternnon of November 3rd,and the night of November 3-4 in 
the preparaticn of his foroes for the attack, having advanced 
by the morning of November 4th with his most advanoed Infantry 
line, right flank gouth of Castellano station, left flank north 
of small woods situnted 1200 neters north west of cemetery, and 
having been able to place his artillery in selected positicns 
in rear of the Infantry. 

F vom reconnaissances made, the Commander of the lst 
Division hes been able to decide that the terrain to the Left 
flank of the enemies’ position is the most favorable for a 
turning movement, and has been able to judge that the enenis’d 
foroes are oomposed of 5 or 4 Infantry battalions, and an equal 
number of batteries of artillery. 

The commander of the Division received on November srd 
at 8 pm. a radiogram from the Gommander of the Army stating 
thet it .ig of the greatest importance for the Division to 
engage in battle with the Reds at the earliest moment. 
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1. The Coiwanusr of tue Fis.t Division shall. hove 
aeployea his trocss .t 9:00 a.m. November 4th in thes position 
prepared on the lin: estebtlisheu by his mous aavenced inventry. 
On November 3rd he shell issue erpropri t: oxa:re to the 
troops to acccnplish his mission, anu ne shail senc a cory 
of the oru.sr tothe Direcsor of Uanovuvras. 

8. The troors oru-reu into action shell not pass 
over the first line of troo:s in contact with the anemy befors 
9:00 aese, November 4th. 

3. The daily reconnaissance cannot be carried 
further then the prepsred line given in the situation. 

4. The attack will be launched at 9:00 a.m. Nov.4th 
(It is survosed in the problem that 9:00 a.m. will be 4:30 
Qelt. 

5. The troops closing the defile are complete in 
all arms. 

6. Ammunition to be expended---for rifle or Oarbine; 
100 rounds; for light artillery; 100 rounds; heavy artillery, 
150 rounds; automatic rifle 500 rounds; machine gun, 1000 
Pounds. 

7. Among the duties of the Blue Commander for 
November 3rd shall be the determination upon the ground of 
placing of regiments, and within the regiments, the regimental 
Commander shall place their battalions and companies. This 
shall be accomplished by the Blue Ccmmander accompanied by his 
regimental commanders and other unit commanders.

The Cavalry of the detachment, wnich oocupica the 
exit of the defile, received orders to continue the reconnaissance 
by patrolling dismounted from this position. 

The eerial recennaissance is carriad out by the Air 
Service. 


Instructions for the Red Commancer.

Argentina's military policy is to maintain a thoroughly 
efficient and well organized army in keeping with her position 
as a leudin: South American fover. In late years her develop~ 
ment has been rapid, and she desires an army lirge enough to 
4ineure her security against acts of aggression by her neignbors. 
Her system of conscription, whereby a portion of her young men 
take up military training for about 10 months during their 
twentieth yeur, insures her a reservoir of trained men, who, 
in oase of war can be called to the colors. She has copied her 
military system from th.t of Germany, and the training of the 
officers and men is kept up to a high standard. A number of 
service schools have been orxanized lately, and the most 
advanced system of military training is being taught there. 

Ar:rentina is geographically locsted between the other two 
most prominent and poverful South American nations, Brazil and 
Chile, and hr army is organized with the {dea that either of 
these countries or both would be her most probable enemy. 

Her army is looated geov-raphioally with this idea in view in 
order to effect a rapid mobilization on either frontier, and 
this oan probably be dene quioker than the other nations on 
her borders on account of her system of railroads which is 
better than that of any other South American nation. 

Economically Argentina lacks many essentials to make her 
self-suprorting in time of war. She is an apricultursl nation 
and oan feed herself, but she manufactures little and most war 
materials would necessarily have to be imrorted from other 
nations. She desires to make herself as independent from 
outsids help as possible as evidenced by the recent surveys 
for minerals within her boruers in orier to manufacture her 
own war materials, but so far has me§ with little success. 

She also is intending to-attempt to manufacture her own 
explosives in the building of a powder plant, but it is 

probable thst the country will have to depend on outside sources 
for nearly all her war materials except food. With this in 
view she has built up an effioient navy which is at least 

equal to that of any South American power, in order not to be 
shut out frem outside commerce during any hostilitis: which 
might arise. 

The present consoription systen has been estatlished in 
Arzentina since 1900. The country has accepted it witnout a 
complaint, and there is no demand to give it up. The nation 
ag a whole is proud of her army and wants it kept up to a 
high point of efficiency, and large enough to prevent any acts 
of aggression frcm other powers, also to maintein a position as 
the l-sding South Amerioan nation. 
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Although Argentinn has a fairly efficient Regular Army 
the Reserves, Neticnal Guard and Territorial Guard on which 
the country must depend in case of war are in reality unorganiz- 
ed, and considerable instructicn woula be necessary to put 
these forces in a state of training in order thi.t they may 
render efficient service in campaign. 

The officer personnel which the ccuntry would heve to make use 
of to command these foroes have little training, and considerable 
time would be necess::ry to put these organizations in the field 
after any outbreak of hostilities. 

With their short period of training in the permanent army 
and the government's neglect in continuing their training at 
certain intervals after their discharge, the reserves and the 
guerds rapidly fall into a state where they would be of little 
assistance later in dase of a general mobilization without a 
Cnsidaerable period of intensive training. 

The following is a synopsis-translation of an editorial as 
taken from the "Prensa" published on October 20,1925 which 
explains very acourately the status of the reserves of the 
Army of the Line, the National Guard and the Territorial Guard 
in the Argentine Army. 

"The query as to whether or not we have military reserves 
may be answered negatively, and the seriousness of this matter 
is already knovm. 

"At a time when a country is Oblised to change from a peace 
to a war footing, the most delicate operation is the inoorpora- 
tion of the reserves of the army and the formation of big units. 
For this purpose all measures are used to Organize the fighting 
armies, and take them as soon as possible to the threatened 
zone, or at least to cover the frontiers, as the belligerent 
who is first beady to initiate the campaign is the one best 
able to inttiate the offensive. 

"In order to insure the success of the first enoounters it 
1s absolutely essential that the army be distinguished by its 
professional homogeneity. The addition of reserves whosa 
military instruction is nil or deficient, always means vulner-— 
able flanks; that is to say a solution of continuity which 
breaks the cohesion of a fighting power. 

"Our military reserves do not correspond to the first needs 
of mobilization. In order to point out the defeots of our ‘ 
military organization we must face an unavoidable duty, if we 
wish to make our frontiers respeoted and insure national 
integrity. Let us examine this delicate matter. 

"The original law for conscription foresaw tuat the conscripte 
or leaving the army and during their stay in the reserves " 
shoula be Obliged to undertake two periods of exeroises or 
maneuvers" for one month each period. Besides the E.P. was 
‘authorized to call up for two periods of instruction of 
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officers with a maxiwua aur.tion of lo usy3 ¢.0n,one, for 
fiala officewe., officers ana N.C.0.'g of the reserve. 

"Law No.4 .81 alsc provided th t tae N tional Guara Zor 
12 year. snvulu be reyjuirsa to efvect four rartous of ingtruc- 
tion in training camos or ittena field maneuv-v3, 2ach seriod to 
Least fifteen duys. Tag tereitorial uerd shoul« be roquired 
durina five years to undergo 4 pericd of tridning during four 
consecutive Sunasys for f;urpos2s of in Seuotion,sspecially in 
firinz. 

"How-var, nons cf these articl>s of La No.4021 have ever 
been acomplisnued,ag neither the Uyacutive Power nor Conzres3 
foresia the nacessity of introcwuciniz the veyuisite funds in 
the Annual Budget. 

"According to Law Nc.4707 of the your 1205 ( in force) the 
R..serve Officers ave obliged to perform two perious of 
exercises,or attend manou ers for one month each period, when 
called upon by the Executive rower. On the other hand, the 
Executive Povier is also authorized to call up field officers, 
officers and N.C.O.'s of the reserve for two periods of 
instruction with a maximum duration of 15 Guys gach. Even 
though the text of the lay does not specify it clasarly it is 
understood that all the reserves are veferced to. The same 
law specifies that oitizens in the National Guard, during their 
ten years as members of thut body,shall be expected to undergo 
four pericdas of ins “rustion of a maximum duration of 15 days 
gach. In revzard to the Territorial Guard, services will only be 
Gemanded from ites membe-s in cuse of national warfare. 

"The efficienoy of the abovs provisicns is questionable, 
and as an attempt to carry then out has only been made once, 
twenty years after the law hud passed, in one military region, 
4+ has never been tested really. Therefore,not much value 
can be attributed to suoh reserves, national and territorial 
guards, which might one day be callea upon to reinforce our 
naticnal lines of defense. 

"The national and territorial guards, which,as provinoial 
militias are dependent directly on their respective governments, 
even thowch thes» governnents have done nothing to reorganize 
them and ins“ruct them, have been turned over to the National 
Governuent to organize their training when they are called up 
for exercises. The reserves, properly termed, acoording to 
the law,comprise the Olasses fren the ages of 31 to 50 years, 
ang of these 30 or 35 % have garved in the permanent army, and 
the 75 or 80% remaining (without counting adeserters/) are 
absolutely pereft of any military training. 

"If we refer only to the men who have gervad in the army, 
and received military instruction, we must take into account the 
grade of elementary instruction which they received in the first 
years of obligatory military gervioce. 

Whet ig the true value of these Trg erves! issuing frem the 
lines of the permanent army after a yeus training, when they 
have not l::rned to use their aru: in times of pe.se ? 
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"Toc these unple:.sant facts must be aacai that the annual class 
of 21 to 30 yeurs, freed frou: military service,aue to the draft 
system, turns out an snormous number of citizens who get no 
training, and they becowe truly imacinary res :ves in the 
military sense. 

"As a compensation for these defects in our militury lesis- 
lation it may be stateu thit tne tneoreticsal-practical wethous 
of instruction improve yoierly, and sce terect priuctice exerciv:s 
of Oonsidcerable inicertance have peer hela, anu this good work 
gnoulda be coupletea by the big maneuvers which bean in the 
Provinces of Cordoba on OStober 20tn,1S925. 

"It would be luwentable tint this ocoasicn snould be lost 
by not having at leart a partial incorjorstion of the roserves in 
order to test the uifiersnes bet ce. fornier anu pres nt training, 
ang aemonst.ete the necessity of a more frequent calling up of 
these res:rves. ©

Tne first mentioned troops in Argentine history 
vere a so called militio which could not resist the british army 
1ocO strong in 1806. However by the next year 9OCO men, com-=- 
posed of practically all available males of a pooulation of 
70,000, directed by Liniers defeated the British and drove them 
from the country. Some ot these trovgs were hzld torether dur- 
ing the next three years under their crevl: chiefs and were ins- 
trumental in causing the Viceroy, Cisneros, to resign in 1810. 
The first law concerning the Army was the decree of the Junta 
(Governing body) on kay 29th 1810. This body among other things 
decreed that jmerica was not safe till every Spaniard was driven 
out of the country. This was the policy of the army and country 
till the Spaniards lost control of Peru, Chile, Bolivia end 
Argentina. 


The decrees of Manuel Rodriguez, Las Heras and 
tivadavia issued from 1822 to 1325 formed an army consisting 
of volunteers, liberated slaves, criminals and bounty troops. 
The army at this time was engaged in assisting Uruguay to throw 
off the rule of 3razil. ‘These decrees really only applied to 
the Province of Buenos sires, but some of the other provinces 
followed them at least in theory. ‘The decrees mentioned above 
formed a basis of a good military orgenization, with an army 
of the Line, militia, pensions, etc. This army changed as 
different rulers came into power, it was neglected and therefore 
did not last long. 


There was no national Army during the rule of the 
next thirty different leaders and then several #rovinces had 
military leaders of their own who fought more or less conti- 
nuously against each other. The famous tyrant kKosas of the 
Province of Buenos Aires developed a very good army for main- 
taining himself in power and it had no other policy. 


The Confederation of 1852~1861 issued decrees 
for an army of volunteers, "Contract troops" and ex-convicts 
as an Army of the Line; and a National Guard of all other meles 
from 17 to 4C years of age as a reserve. 


In 1865 vhen the Yaragueyan leader Lopez crossed 
Argentine Territory to invade Brazil after having been denied 
permission, Argentine declared “ar, and with Uruguay and Brazil 
destroyed 5/6 of the male vopulation of Foraguey.

During this period the yolicy of the Army 
was to maintain internal order and defend itself against for- 
eign aggression. There were several conflicts, in the in- 
terior ond one threatened war with Chile but the liational 
Governnent has not been seriously in danger for many years.

In a war against Brazil, Uruguey occupies a most im- 
sortent geographical position. Jith Uruguay as on air base 
for an enemy, the vital regions of Argentina could easily be 
venetrated. Against Chile the enemy Air force would have the 
advantage of prevailing winds but the disadvantage that after 
crossing, the frontier it is still considerable distence to 
the vitel centers of jrgentina. 


Economic: Argentina's industrial resources are very limited. 
Coal and iron deposits nave never been found in an extensive 
quantity. »°mell industries producing wearing apparel and shoes 
cre located in Buenos sires, however munitions are the stra- 
tegic items and for e211 of which Argentina is de »endant on 
foreign sources. 


he center of production and of business activity is 
the Federal Copital, The Provinces of Buenos 4ires, Santa Fe 
end Cordobs.

Mhis seciety vas formed in 1O1> when ce:tain foreign ele- 
monts invluenced sy orofessional agit:.ters and seemingly aided 
uy superior outhority {(Irigeyen recime} created considerable 
sublic discrder: causine strikes, vo;cetts, interunting wublic 
gurvices, cetbling Yise bo wnole comss, slundering cond murdering; 
in lonely districts, ittecking  >olice, insulting the army, etc. 
To offset this movement oun association wes started in the Sue 
berior iiscuela de Guerra where the present .resident of the 
Liga was x civilien inst:uctor. ‘this essociation was called 
"Liga <utriotice". 


Soon cll active urmy officers were prohibited from having 
anything to do with the Liga, however :rgentine civilians took 
it up and today there are "Brigades" formed in lL4CO different 
cities and localities. 


Through the activities of this associntion conditions re- 
ferred to ;bove were quickly eradicated though some time and 
use cf extreme measures were necessary. 


The Liga Yatriotica hus dedicy.ted itself to furthering the 
progress of .rgentina. It is very active in propaganda work 
on all matters of education, sublic works, road building and 
especially it is .ctive in matters of defense of the Nation 
and of creating »ublic opinion favorable to the Army and Navy. 


In a recent disturbonce in the University when some stu- 
dents insulted Suserior officers of the Army because the stu- 
Jents objected to the delivering of a lecture on War by an 
Army officer, the Liga Patriotica immediately started propa= 
gands. against the students. ‘shen 4,500 reserves were called 
for training this yeer, there was a move mede to prevent the 
soldiers from reporting, the league immediately started pro- 
pegenda which annulled the first and the mobilizetion wes 
considered a great success as 9355 of those called revorted. 


The Liga Fatriotice prides itself that it is composed of 
men end women both Argentine and foreign of all volitical 
parties and religious sects. That politics do not interest 
them und they take no part in electoral controversies. It 
is rumored that memoers of the Lige Patriotica have taken a 
pledge that Irigoyen will never serve as President. ¥riends 
of the Military Attaché in the league deny that the "Liga" 
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hes telren any such action. “Sy the very nature end nece aoa ty 
Sor Lis ofg. jhinc.tion in 1919 however mekes this :susociation 
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Militerized Societies. 4h? 


There exist in Argentina severol military 
societies. Those, organized end equipped us military 
units, «re in the minority. However, iwmong them are 
found some of the very best and most representative 
citizens. Some of the others, although celled "mili- 
tary societies", exist purely for politicel pur doses. 
Their members do not ».ossess uniforms or arms, and are 
mostly ex-conscripts and retired or reserve officers. 


The Legion Civica Argentina is the most im- 


portent among these secret societies und has more mem- 
bers than the others. At the time of the revolution of 
September 6,1930, it had more than forty thousand mem- 
bers, who reported at the verious barracks and garri+ 
sons on Saturdays and Sundays for military instruction, 
under the leadership of officers and noncommissioned 
officers of the regular ermy. Since this practice has 
been officially disajproved, its membershio has fallen 
to about ten thousand in all the republic. It now has 
a full 2000 members in the Yederal Capital, organized 
as un infantry regiment (peace strength), equipped with 
uniforms at their own expense. However, the arms, ine 
cluding machine guns and ammunition are furnished by 
the Government. 


This organization was officially authorized by 
executive decree, shortly after General Uriburu assumed 
the presidential role. Its object at that time was to 
sustain in power the government of Generul Uriburu in 
case other political porties should attempt to overthrow 
that Government. 


The main object of this society today is to 
maintain the status quo and to prevent the Radicals from 
uscendency to powere 


The Legion Colegio Militar, organized of gra» 


duates of the Military College, San Martin, who are now 

in civil life either retired or resigned, was formed about 
the same time as the Legion Civica Argentina. It has 
about five hundred men, organized as a battalion of infan- 
try of three companies with a machine gun coimpanye 


It possesses uniforms purchased by the indivi- 
dual members, but arms, including machine guns and amauni- 
tion are furnished by the Government. Its object when 
formed was to assist General Uriburu to assume the presi- 
dency as well as to maintain his government in power, and 
at the same time to combat the propaganda of anarchists 
and communists, by breaking up meetings and gatherings. 


These two organizations contain many Anglo-Ar- 
gentine young men of the best families in this country.

The Legion de liayo existed before the hevo- 
Lution of 3e ptember th, and had at that time a great 
number of members. Its organization was semi-militarys 
more or less, but there were no uniforms, arms or inuni- 
tions. It ws organized in brigades with designe.ted 
acting officers and section leaders. It was this asso~- 
ciation, which fought against the Government of Hipolito 
Irigoyen- fhe organization was responsible for the de- 
struction of the ex-president's house, and the throwing 
of his furniture into the street on the duy of the ren 
vyolutione 


After the Revdaution, this orgunization was 
dissolved, except for 2 few memoers ~- some two or three 
nunared - the majority of whom incorporated themselves 
into the Legion Civica Argentina. 


The Liga Re ublicana hes an origin and a his- 
tory more or less itike the egion de ayo. However, it 
nas five or gix hundred members with club rooms where 
from time to time they hold their meetings. 


This organization is more patriotic than poli- 
tical in naturee 


The C.P-A-CeCe (Comision Popular Argentina Con- 
tra el Comunismo), 28 e name implies, was formed to 
fight ageinst communism. Tta memhberabip..is ahont:. fifteen 
hundred, gemi-military in nature, but possessing no uni- 
forms, arms “or ammunition. The members of this organiza~ 
tion are high type professional men, und are not in wu po~ 
gition to pursue the course of preaking up meetings or 
to enter into street fighting, 45 are the other organiza= 
tions. 


There are geveral other organize tions of minor 
importence - La Huinca and Las Federaciones Wacionalis~- 
tas de Wstudiantes. These,» although great in number, 
are not organized, and ure made up of the middle class 
as o rule. They are very entnusiastic, but not much 


faith is put in their allegiance to any fixed Gouss-- 
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Wilitarized Societies. 


All these organizations above enumereted ure 
members of the ANA. (Accisn Necioneliste Argentina) 
which directs the netional propagenda. ‘This orgeniza- 
tion was orgonized in tuys 1933- ilowever, its value 
remains to be seene 
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In case of var between Brazild_ ana argentina, 
Piraguay is the nature) route of approach, ana may be 
classically called the Selgium of South America. 


The Paraguay, Parana and Uruguay Rivers reach- 
ing weld up inte Brasil would assure a parallel unin- 
terruypted line cf communicaticn. The argentine has 
planned for this contingency when she constructed parel- 
lel to the Pilcomayo River her state railroad line be- 
tween Fortiosa and lmbareacién, and her other strategic 
lines in the Provinces of Corrientes and Entre Rios. 


The Province of hisiones would not be defended 
in case of war. 


As te a war between Chile and the Argentine, 
it might be said th.t this ig thought to be impossible 
considering the sresent state of training of both nations. 
Anyone who has ever been in the Andes knows the impossi- 
bility of operetions throvgh such country, due to the 
very high altitudes and the barrenness and vastness of 
this range. 


From an economic point of view, it may be said 
thet the heart of Argentina is Buenos Aires. <A few other 
centers such as santa Fé, Parana and Rosario are im,or- 
tant and should these be lost to an jnvader from the north, 
with his consequent occupation of the northern provinces, 
and a blockade of the estuary by an invading fleet, the 
Argentine would be placed in a dangerous position. 


However, with her spiaerieb network of rail- 
road communication throughout the Province of Buenos 
Aires conuecting her with the wheat, corn, cattle and oil 
proaucing secticns, she could hold out for some time, 
of course providing she could be supplied fron abroad 
through sahia Blanca, under protection of her fleet.

Bolivia is more than piqued at Argentina's lack of noutrality 
inthe present conflict, and has time and again protested; However, 
without avail. 


To offset this, however, in the northern provinces of Salta 
and Jujuy, Argentina has closed her eyes to the passage of her prow 
duta, which are finding their way into Bolivian territory, especially 
fresh and preserved meats, corn, wheat and rice, gasoline and oils 
a8 well as automotive equipmonte 


Argentine frontiersmen in Salta and Jujuy are, without doubt, 
acting as purveyors and contractors to the Bolivian Government, while 
her armed forces are stationed along the Formosa frontier to prevent such 
entries as well as to intern belligerants and prevent violation of Are 
gentine territory. In times past, many articles appeared in the press 
concerning this unfairness and disregard of neutrality, written os- 
teneibly by Bolivian hands, but for the past two months, or since 
Apgerstina has permitted free passage of supplies into Bolivia, no 
more articles have appeared. 


Ag to her Chilean relations, nothing can be added, as Chile 
hag been equally culpable with Argentina in this respect.

Upon the assumption that Uruguay will remain neutral, 
which is her military policy,and to prevent violation of her terrie 
tory, she would immediately mobilize her armed forces on the threa= 
tened frontiers. 


The Province of Corrientes makes a logical theatre of 
exit from Argentine territory into Brazil; with her strategic raile 
road (Entre Rios) paralleling the Uruguay River from Monte Caseros 
to Santa Tome, with its lateral lines from Parana, Goya and Corrientes 
on the Rivor Parana, as well as its direct connection with Paraguay 
through Posadas-Encarnacion and Buenos Airos, leaving nothing to be 
desired for utilitarian linos of comnunication with the interior of 
tho country. 


The Province of Misiones forme a natural barrier on 
the Argentino left flank due to the dense jungle through which it 
would be almost impossible to operate, and which would in all probae 
bility be avoided due to tho existence of 80 much open country on 
this particular front.

The road situation is not good. No metalled roads 
exist except in the towns.

Nothing can be said of the territory of Rio Grande 
do Sul as to railways or highway construction as the Attache has 
never traveled in this particular section, but every effort will be 
made to obtain the desired information.

Major Anial Marfa Zulosz «, Areontins Military Atiache 
to tne Unis d States is the son of Santis o Zuloaca and Primitive 
Arguniedo, wes born on the @ist of May,i867, in tne city of Mendcze. 
There he attendec the Cole -io Nisionsl, tut left it in 1904 in 
order to enter tne Buencs Aires slilitury School where he gr-auated 
in 1907 with the rank of Engion. 

In 1908 he entzr-d the so-called Fscuela de Tiro, the 
noacgamy for small-arms pr ctise; in 1911 he passed on to the 
Cavalry School and remsined the e until 1914 when, fir-d by the 
exploits of the "flying men" he enter<d the 4ilitsary Scnoolfor 
Aviators and in due tims received his certificats as "aviator". 
The wendarful deeds of the Allied "aces" in tne Lurcpean War 
filled him with emulation, but his dutiss as an Argentine soldier 
kept him bound te his country until the year 1919 when he was 
autherize.. to co tc Francs to attend the aviation schocl at 
Avord. A year later he returned to Buenes Aires and entered the 
Uczer School of War wher> he is stuuying at present. 

His prcemotions have been as follows: Imsipn of the 
Artillery Corps; SeconéLicutenent; First-Lisutenant and Captain. 

Most of the posts he hs held hav+ ba2n in the flela 
of aviation, for it is as a pilot of the air tneat he has won 
reputation; in 1915 he was acpcinted Instructor in Aviution; in 
1916 he wes sent 2s Argentine Delegate to the Panemerican 
Aviation Congress held in Suntiaro de Chile, and in the same year 
received his appointment zs military attxuche to the Arzentine 
Legation in Paris. . 

His love for mechanic flight finds its explenation in 
his fondness for all kinis of sport; he won the broad-jump 
Championship Cup and the sacond prize for the high jump offared 
by the Cavalry Academy; he holds the world's reoords for duration, 
distance and height in balloon flight, besides having the honor 
of being----with Selior Bradley---the first man to cross the 
Andes in a balloon. 

Captain Zuloaza has been the recipient of many 
decorations, among which are the Medal of Merit of the First 
Class of Chile, the Cross of tne Lesion of Honor of France, a 
gold medal bestowed by the Argentine Congress, and the Medal of 
San Martin granted by the Argentine Governnent.

Since his gradu:tion fro. the Militery Colles, he has 
been an artillery officer during his career in the army, and 
prior tc his aprointment as ifinister of War hevas a Colonel of 
Artillery, and Directcr of the Militery College, and hes held 
other imvortant positions. 

He has been brought up in the German system of training, 
and has alvays bsoen a firm believer in the German Army system, 
but now he is inclined to be more open-minded in his choice of 
nethods of training, and also in his purchasss of military 
srmement fran foreisn countri-s. 

He h's @ dagrse in oivil engineering from the local 
university. He is cousideread a very talented officer. He is 
50 years of age. 


Major Gen-ral Rigardo Solé, Inspector General of the Army. 


General Solé was born in 1868 and graduated from the 
Military Colle e second in his cless in 1890 when he entered the 
Artillery. In 1892 he left for Europe for two years for the 
purpose of purchasing engineering equipment for the Army. 

He has served on the Genzral Staff, on an Ordnence Board 
and hos greduated from the Superior School of War. He has 
served as Argentine Military Attache to Brazil for two years, 
and aftervards was Director of the Artillery Sohool. He was 
promoted Brigadier General in 1918, and served on the Supreme 
Counoil of War and Marine. 

General Sole is author of an Engineering Manual, and also 
a Machine Gun Manual. He took part in the puoifbation campaigns 
of 1890, 1893 and 1905 and has been decorated with the Order of 
the Red Eagle of Germany, and the Order of Military Merit of 
Chile. 

Prior to his apsointment as Inspector General he had been 
in command of the 4th Division with headquarters in Cordoba, 
since October 16,1922. He has held the position as Provinoial 
Interventor in Salta after the government of the Province had bee 
mismanaged.
